CHOPIN’S ETUDES OP. 25, NO. 5 IN E MINOR 


The most memorable part of this piece is its middle section, 
with a sweet, beautiful melody that makes it a hidden gem 
of music, beloved by many pianists. In this middle section, 
the melodies of the right and left hand intertwine, revealing 
a beautiful flower of romanticism that is the epitome of 
Chopin. 

The beginning, which at first glance seems to repeat the same 
pattern again and again, starts with the right hand playing a 
light rhythm and is then directed through subtle changes in 
the rhythm and phrasing. To convey these subtle changes of 
expression, the movement of the hands and fingers must be 
flexible and precise. 

It doesn’t have any of the grandiose finesse of Op. 10 No. 

4 or Op. 25, No. 11 “Winter Wind,” but you could say that 
this piece does demand delicate technique, as well as mature 
musicianship, in order to control the sounds of the piano.
